It is hard for me to believe that, as of this month, I have 
been at Faith Community four years. In 2003, 1 agreed to 
fill in for Pastor Dan while he was on sabbatical in June, 
July and August. I looked forward to what promised 
to be an interesting and pleasant three months. Now, 
four years later.... I'm glad that, four years later, I am still 
here. 

Faith Community Lutheran Church is a wonderful place 
to be, any time of year. But let me tell you what I now 
particularly look forward to as I begin my fifth summer 
here. 

First, worship, as always, is at the heart of things. 
A particularly delightful summer custom at Faith 
Community is our 8:1 5 a.m. outdoor service. We have 
a great location for this, and it's an enjoyable change 
of pace as we experience the beauty of a Colorado 
morning while praising God and hearing his word. Also, 
keep in mind that one of the main reasons why we have 
a Saturday evening service is to make worship possible 
for people who will be gone all day Sunday. With that, 
plus our 1 1 a.m. Sunday service in the air-conditioned 
comfort of our beautiful Sanctuary, delightful 
opportunities for worship continue to abound. 

Also, again this summer I look forward to a really fresh, 
exciting and innovative series of sessions during our 
education hour (Sundays, 9:45 - 1 0:45 a.m.). For the 
second year now, our "Summer of Gifts" will feature a 
great variety of course offerings from a number of our 
members. What an array of topics! I've just been reading 
the catalog of courses, and I've come to the conclusion 
that we are perhaps the only church in the country 
where there will be opportunities this summer - just to 
sample a few sessions at random - to overcome one's 
fear of flying, deal with children who are picky eaters, 
learn French or Spanish, collect and eat bugs, laugh 
with Christian comedians, join an old-fashioned hymn 
sing, learn to share one's faith more effectively, knit, 
clown, drink coffee (in a Sunday School session called 
"Starbucks"?) and on and on. 



Honestly, what I have mentioned is purely at random. 
I have just let my eyes fall on the first things I see in 
several pages of the catalog. There is much, much more. 

Compared to all of those exciting things, my own 
involvement will be pretty straight-laced this summer, 
but I think it will provide something of a theological 
rationale for the rest of our summer opportunities. 
A few months ago, I began a course on key Lutheran 
teachings that I call "Here We Stand: What Lutherans 
Believe and Why."This summer I will be teaching just 
five sessions of that course, but in those five sessions 
we will be discovering the difference the Protestant 
Reformation made in seeing with new, more Biblical 
eyes, matters like the "callings" and "gifts" and even 
"priesthood" of all believers in Christ. 

Thanks to the moving of the Holy Spirit in the 
Reformation, we can look with new eyes at our daily 
life and work, and what it means to have gifts and even 
to function as "priests"... every one of us! So if you are 
interested in a Lutheran theology of daily life, you 
might find it helpful to spend a few summer hours in 
looking at what Martin Luther and other Reformers 
have uncovered. 

Also. . . a number of people have asked about the 
recent trip to Turkey that 26 of us took in April. One of 
the Summer Sunday School classes - namely on June 
24 - will focus on this. Several people who made the 
pilgrimage will be there to explain and show pictures. It 
should be fun. 

Whatever your plans this summer, may God give you 
many experiences of rest, renewal and re-creation. It's a 
wonderful time of year.... and a great time for worship 
and Christian growth.

Outreach Focus for June 

The month of June is designated to bring awareness to 
the town of Holly, Colorado. 

Holly is a town in Prowers County, Colorado with a 
population of 1,048 residents (based on 2000 census). 
It is the easternmost town in the state, just two miles 
from the Kansas border. On March 28, 2007, this 
small town was hit by a violent and deadly tornado 
with winds over 140mph. This devastating storm 
took the lives of 29-year-old Rosemary Rosales (died 
on March 29) and 78-year-old Delores Burns (died 
on April 26). It also killed many livestock. Roughly 
one third of the homes in Holly were damaged by the 
tornado, with 48 of these homes being destroyed and 
deemed uninhabitable. The town is now in the process 
of rebuilding. 

To support our fellow Coloradans, Faith Community 
Lutheran Church will be giving money to help in their 
rebuilding efforts. FCLC Outreach Committee has 
designated funds to be used to help repair Holly's 
only city park in the center of town. Gateway Park 
sustained heavy damage to its playground equipment, 
shelter and fences as well as destroying many old 
trees in the park. A more detailed story about the 
needs of the park can be found at: http://cbs4denver.

Pastoral Care 

What does it take to become a Stephen Minister (and what you receive in return)? 

Okay, admit it. Stephen Ministry has crossed your mind a few times. You might even have picked up a brochure or talked to the 
pastor about it. But now you want to take a closer look at the idea of becoming a Stephen Minister. You're wondering: Is this 
right for me? Following are some guidelines that might help you in your decision-making. 

Gifts 

A Stephen Minister is a person with the gift of mercy, who shows compassion and gives encouragement to and intercedes for 
those he or she cares for. Many Stephen Ministers say that they receive much more from the caring relationship with their care 
receiver than they give. 

Commitment 

A Stephen Minister devotes time, energy, and resources to this ministry. In return, a Stephen Minister has the chance to 
participate in meaningful ministry, make a major difference in another person's life, and grow as a joyous child of God. 

Training 

A Stephen Minister completes 50 hours of training before ever meeting with a care receiver. He or she learns about listening, 
assertiveness, confidentiality, and many other aspects of care-giving. After completing the initial training, there is continuing 
education. Stephen Ministers find that their relationships become richer and deeper at home, church, and work and with 
friends. 

Dedicated Service 

A Stephen Minister serves wholeheartedly. This isn't a casual ministry. It involves prayer, thought, consideration, study, and 
commitment. In return, the Stephen Minister receives grateful thanks from his or her care receiver, our Stephen Leaders, the 
congregation, and our Lord. 

Accountability 

A Stephen Minister is accountable to God, the congregation, the Stephen Leaders, the other Stephen Ministers, and the care 
receiver. In return, he or she receives support, encouragement, and guidance in Small Group Peer Supervision. 

Continuous Learning 

A Stephen Minister is open to adjusting and adapting his or her care-giving to fit the needs of the care receiver. He or she learns 
more about care-giving at each meeting with a care receiver and at each supervision session. Stephen Ministry is an experience 
of continuous learning, growth, and joy. 

A new training class for Stephen Ministers is starting soon. The Holy Spirit may be calling you to the joy, commitment, growth, 
meaning, training, service, and care of being a Stephen Minister. Pray for God's guidance as you consider this opportunity.
